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Commissioner: 

Applicant respectfully requests that the May 1 , 2008, deadline for responding to the final 
Office action issued in this application be reset to July 31, 2008, the date of the Request for 
Continued Examination and Amendment being submitted concurrentiy herewith. 

On November 1, 2007, the Examiner issued a final Office action. On March 4, 2008, 
Applicant filed a Response After Final Action with a Petition to Correct Inventorship, along with 
the appropriate request for extension of time and associated extension fees. When the May 1, 
2008, deadline for responding to the final Office action approached without a Notice of 
Allowance or an Advisory action, the undersigned contacted Examiner Doan and inquired the 
status of the application. The Examiner indicated that because a Petition to Correct Inventorship 
was filed, the case was being reviewed by a different office, and that she could not act on the 
Response to the final Office action until that office was finished with its review. The Examiner

response. The Examiner reassured the Applicant, however, that the application would not be 
deemed to be abandoned because the delay of the Advisory Action was not Applicant's fault. 

Accordingly, Applicant requests that the extended deadline for responding to the final 
Office action be reset to July 31, 2008, the date of the filing of the Request for Continued 
Examination and Amendment that is submitted concurrentiy herewith. A waiver of the Petition 
fee is also requested because the delay for filing the RCE was not Applicant's fault. Applicant 
also requests a waiver of any fiirther extension fees because a request for a 3 month extension of 
time was filed on May 1 , 2008, along with the appropriate extension fees.
